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DA’s Office Declines to Pursue Charges in 


Two More Officer-Involved Shootings 


District Attorney 
George Gascon has 
consistently declined 
to prosecute police 
officers involved in 
shootings during his 
tenure.

George Gascon is fairly progres- 
sive, as far as district attorneys go. He 
supports the decriminalization of hard 
drugs, and has led the charge on using 
new technology to clear old marijuana 
convictions and prevent racially-biased 
decisions in his office. 

But once Gascon steps down later 
this year, he may be best-remembered 
for his decisions not to press charges 
against a single police officer involved 
in a shooting citywide — despite a 
slew of deaths at the hands of SFPD. 


The cops behind the deaths of Mario 
Woods, Luis Gongora Pat, Amilcar Pe- 
rez Lopez, and Alex Nieto were all let 
off, but they’re not the only ones. 

This week, Gascon’s office an- 
nounced that it would not be pressing 
charges against two more officers, who 
were involved in shootings in 2017 and 
2018. 

In the first case, Officer Joshua Ca- 
billo shot 28-year-old Oliver Barcenas 
twice in the back as he ran away from 
police in North Beach. It was June 9, 
2018, and Barcenas was hanging with 
friends who were drinking outside 
after celebrating the Warriors’ cham- 
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pionship victory. Although Barcenas 
was not drinking, he took off once 
officers approached. Seeing a bulging 
waistband, officers took chase, and 
Cabillo fired two rounds. Video footage 
collected later showed that Barcenas 
had tossed the weapon he had aside 
seconds before Cabillo took aim. 
“While video footage reveals that 
Barcenas threw his weapon to the 
ground, he did so only milliseconds 
before Cabillo fired his weapon. Cabillo 
said he did not see Barcenas throw 
his gun at all,” Gascon’s office stated. 
“Body-worn camera footage and secu- 
rity footage from nearby businesses

corroborate Cabillo’s narrative of the 
chase and the shooting.” 

But this wasn't the first time Cabillo 
had fired his gun while on duty. In 
2012, when he was working in South 
San Francisco, he shot and killed a 
15-year-old boy named Derrick Gaines 
after Gaines allegedly pulled a gun 
from his waistband at a gas station. 

This week, the District Attorney’s 
Office announced it would not press 
charges against Officers Wilrolan 
Ravelo and Jason Robinson after they 
shot and killed 34-year-old Damien 
Murray in September 2017 after he 
held a woman and three children hos- 
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tage in a Nob Hill apartment. Murray 
fired at officers from a window when 
they arrived, and claimed he'd shot the 
woman — which later turned out to be 
false. After two hours of negotiations, 
officers entered and shot Murray after 
he allegedly reached for his gun. He 
later died at the hospital. 

“Given Mr. Murray’s earlier threats, 
discharge of his gun, and the danger 
that he presented by reaching for his 
gun when officers confronted him 
during the hostage rescue, the District 
Attorney declines to file charges for ei- 
ther officer in this matter,” prosecutors 
said in a statement. 

The prosecution of officers involved 
in shootings is a hot topic for the can- 
didates vying to fill Gascon’s seat. 

“Part of the issue in those cases is 
how transparent the [District Attor- 
ney’s] office was with the community 
throughout the process,” candidate 
Suzy Loftus told SF Weekly when she 
pulled papers to run for office last year. 
“T will run a transparent investigation, 
I will make sure that what the law is 
is understood, what the facts are is 
understood, and I will fully personally 
investigate every single shooting,” she 
said. “Nothing does more damage to 
the relationship of trust between the 
police and local communities than 
when these fatal shootings happen. If 
there is a crime there | will charge the 
case. 

Chesa Boudin also pledged to 
change the way the District Attorney’s 
Office handles such incidents. “It’s 
absolutely imperative we enforce the 
law equally and we hold police account- 
able for violating the law, the same we 
do for everybody else,” he said to SF 
Weekly in January. “If we don’t enforce 
the law equally regardless of skin col- 
or, regardless of income, regardless 
of job title then the entire criminal 
justice system loses integrity. The po- 
lice are not above the law, and we can 
rebuild trust with the community that 
has been so badly damaged by these 
shootings if we work together to hold 
those officers that don’t follow the law 
accountable.” 
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Treasure Island Music Festival Cancelled

The Treasure Island Music Fes- 
tival has been cancelled indefinitely, 
event organizers said recently on the 
show’s website. 

The precise cause remains unclear, 
but the organizations responsible for 
managing Oakland’s Middle Harbor 
Shoreline Park, the space where the 
festival took place last year, are work- 
ing to make it easier to put on events 
there in the future. 

When Another Planet Entertain- 
ment and Noise Pop, the production 
companies behind the Treasure Island 
Music Festival, disclosed its cancella- 
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tion last week, some speculated that it 
was related to paperwork and permit- 
ting issues. 

“Bringing the festival back to life 
last year following the relocation was 
a massive undertaking, but with the 
new issues facing the site location, we 
feel strongly as though putting ona 
festival... is simply not possible,” the 
organizers said in a joint statement. 

Neither production company has 
given on-the-record interviews de- 
tailing the cause for the cancellation. 
But the Port of Oakland, which owns 
and manages Middle Harbor Shoreline 
Park, says that the event was never 
even on its radar for 2019. 

“Not sure if ‘cancelled’ is even the 
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right word. ‘Never scheduled’ is the 
right word,” Mike Zampa, a spokesper- 
son for the Port of Oakland, told SF 
Weekly. 

The two-day music festival began 
in 2007 on San Francisco’s Treasure 
Island, and has featured high-profile 
musical acts like Ice Cube, Pusha-T, 
deadmau5, Outkast, and CHVRCHES. 
In recent years, it averaged between 
20,000 and 35,000 attendees. 

Music festivals of that magnitude 
can take several months or even an en- 
tire year to book, plan, and organize. 

It appears likely that issues between 
the Port and another agency that must 
sign off on events at the park came to 
a head well after any decision about 
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plans for the music festival would have 
been made. 

The festival only moved to Middle 
Harbor Shoreline Park in 2018, after 
losing its place on Treasure Island in 
2016 due to the start of construction 
ona $6 billion development. 

The park in Oakland, however, has 
several governing bodies attached to 
it. Event organizers talk to the Port 
of Oakland if they want to hold an 
event there. The Port, in theory, then 
needs to get permission from the San 
Francisco Bay Conservation and De- 
velopment Commission, or BCDC, a 
regulatory agency concerned with the 
environmental protection of the Bay 
and its shoreline. 


Whether the Port obtained the 
necessary permission for events is 
disputed. The BCDC issued a cease- 
and-desist order on July 3, in which it 
ordered the Port to stop using Middle 
Harbor Shoreline Park for anything 
that isn’t free and open to the public 
unless it gets written permission from 
the commission. 

The order says that for many years, 
from 2005 to 2013, the Port failed to 
seek permission from the commission; 
in recent years, the paperwork came 
in too late for BCDC to make any 
changes. 

The commission, in addition to 
maintaining the environmental 
well-being of the Bay, is charged with 
keeping some portion of the park open 
to the public even during a ticketed 
event. It cited the Second Sky Music 
Festival from June as an example of 
the problems caused by events. “Ac- 
cording to a complaint received by 
BCDC, the festival closed off the entire 
park to public access from June 13th 
through 18th,” the order states. 

The Port concedes that it has been 
at fault in the past. 

“We have been inconsistent at the 
least in getting permission,’ Zampa 
says. We need to get better in that 
regard.” 

While the cease-and-desist order 
may have put a damper on immediate- 
ly upcoming events, the commission 
and the Port are working to change 
the permitting process to more easily 
allow ticketed events at the park in the 
future. 

Currently, the Port has to fill out re- 
quests for each event at the park. Both 
sides are working on an amendment 
to the regulations which would allow 
the Port around four events per year at 
the park under specific, pre-arranged 
parameters. 

“Frankly, it will make everyone’s life 
easier, says Brad McCrea, regulatory 
director at BCDC. “It makes the event 
planner’s life easier, because they 
know the rules for the event already. 

It makes the Port’s life easier because 
they don’t have to get permission for 
each individual event, and it makes 
our lives easier because it reduces the 
amount of paperwork and due pro- 
cess. 
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Chem Tales: 
Outside Lands 
Makes History 
with Legal 
Cannabis Sales, 
Consumption 


The festival's groundbreaking 
Grass Lands highlighted the 
best in local pot. 


Rumors were flying this summer: 


Would Outside Lands — the crown jewel 
of the Bay Area’s festival scene — be 

the first event to obtain one of the city’s 
newly established temporary cannabis 
event permits? 

Marisa Rodriguez, director for San 
Francisco’s Office of Cannabis, told SF 
Weekly in June that the city was hoping 
to issue its first event permit (which 
allows for cannabis sales and temporarily 
waives local anti-smoking ordinances) 
this fall, but in recent weeks, chatter 
began to circulate that officials with Out- 
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side Lands were making a strong push to 
get things done in time for the festival 
this past weekend. 

Their successful efforts, which were 
confirmed less than 72 hours before the 
first musicians were scheduled to hit 
the stage, resulted in this year’s greatly 
improved version of Grass Lands. Lo- 
cated near the festival’s main stage, the 
area required that guests prove their age 
(only those ages 21 and up were legally 
allowed) before granted entry to a magi- 
cal forest realm of sativas, sweet aromas, 
and smiling faces. 

Last year’s inaugural Grass Lands 
where exhibitors could show off but not 
make sales, and celebrants could look 
but not touch, served as a dry run for 
2019's fully realized vision. Many of the 
area's most popular cannabis brands — 
including PAX, Flow Kana, and Legion of 
Bloom — were represented with booths, 
and in some cases, clever activations like 
the vintage gas station vibe of 
concentrate-maker Moxie. 

“It was thrilling to be 
able to sell and consume 
cannabis at a major music 
festival,” says Moxie’s Josh 
Karchmer. “Grasslands was a 
little community within the 
[Outside Lands] community 
where everyone from novices 
to connoisseurs were able to 
learn about cannabis and enjoy 





new products. The big hit for us were 

our new single-serve concentrate shots. 
Most people that bought them had never 
dabbed before and we were able to help 
educate them about concentrates.” 

Things may not have been perfect, 
but overall the mood was one of joy and 
wonder. 

“There were a few bumps the first 
day,” says Tyler Cooke, edibles depart- 
ment director for NUG, “but everyone 
worked well together to create a success- 
ful event.” 

Ensuring a strong focus on education 
was of pivotal importance for organiz- 
ers, given the high volume of cannabis 
newcomers who visited Grass Lands with 
skeptical curiosity. Signs with pot fac- 
toids were posted throughout the area, 
and per California law, no alcohol was 
served (or permitted) within the bound- 
aries of Grass Lands. 
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Kristi Knoblich Palmer, co-founder of 
the popular Bay Area edibles brand Kiva, 
said keeping consumers informed at 
Grass Lands was crucial. 

“We have that responsibility no mat- 
ter where our products are being sold,” 
Palmer says, “but especially in a place like 
this, so we’re leading with our education 
team at the front counter who can an- 
swer questions. We've also got printed 
guides on how to consume in this type 
of setting, It’s engaging and it shows you 
the dosing and effect from 2.5 mg all the 
way up to 15 mg.” 

Having something historic like Grass 
Lands occur in San Francisco felt fitting. 

“It’s pretty incredible, but San Fran- 
cisco has always shown itself to be very 
progressive when it comes to cannabis 
regulation and reform. This is first-of-its- 
kind, history-making stuff right here.” 

In addition to the sales of cannabis 

products in a myriad of forms, 
the space also played host to 
everything from a pot cooking 
demo with drag queen Laganja 
Estranja and Bong Appétit’s 
Vanessa Lavorato to a gourd- 
slash-bong carving contest. 
Grass Lands also proved to be 
a fertile launching ground for 
new companies, like the full- 
line offerings of Binske. 
Along with his brother, Alex 
Pasternak has grown his busi- 
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“Taste the Good Life” 


ness into, in the company’s estimation, 
the world’s largest marijuana brand. He 
says it made perfect sense to use this new 
cannabis component of Outside Lands 

to make their California debut. It’s likely 
many more will soon follow suit in the 
years to come. 

“Launching at Outside Lands was an 
absolute must,” Pasternak says. “It’s not 
just another music festival that’s selling 
random slices of pizza and beer that 
you ve never heard of for the cheapest 
price possible. They curate their festival. 
It’s incredibly peaceful and beautiful to- 
day and everyone's having a great time. I 
think that Grass Lands is the guinea pig 
of what’s to come.” 

Whether such launches will occur at 
Outside Lands is another thing. Given 
the success of Grass Lands — which 
stood no chance of being realized with- 
out the expedited assistance of several 
government agencies on the state and 
local level — it’s hard to imagine similar 
concepts won't soon sprout up at other 
name festivals like Coachella, Bonnaroo, 
and Lollapalooza. 

For the moment, at least locals now 
know where to go when it comes to pair- 
ing kind bud with killer tunes. Progress 
never tasted so sweet (and skunky).

This week’s question comes from 
Nancy L. in Pacific Heights, who 
asks: 


« ‘Iwas riding my bicycle down 
Market Street near 5th Street when the 
Uber driver in front of me came to an 
abrupt stop. I started to slow down and 
veered to the left side to ride past him, 
when suddenly the passenger flung the 


back left door open. It all happened so fast. 


Thad no way of avoiding getting hit by the 


door. I fell off my bike and onto the ground. 


Iremember feeling immediate pain in my 
right arm, but Imanaged to take a picture 
of the Uber driver's license plate with my 
cellphone. Soon after the collision, an am- 
bulance arrived and I was transported to 


the hospital. After taking x-rays, the doc- 
tor told me that I had fractured my arm 
and I would need surgery. The medical 
bills keep piling up and I had to miss sev- 
eral days of work. I realize that this is not 
a typical car accident, but is there any- 
thing I can do to recover for my medical 
bills, lost wages, and pain and suffering? 


A « Nancy, the short answer is yes, 
you may seek compensation for both 
the economic and non-economic dam- 
ages you suffered as a result of this col- 
lision. While this may not seem like a 
typical car accident, it has become in- 
creasingly common for cyclists to get 
“doored” by Uber and Lyft passengers. 


It is great to hear that you took 
down the driver’s license plate. After 
a car accident, it is very important 
to obtain the other driver’s informa- 
tion which includes their full name, 
license plate, and car insurance infor- 
mation. It is also important to obtain 
a copy of the police report and to 
take pictures of your injuries and the 
property damage. 


Under California Vehicle Code 
(CVC) section 22517, “No person 
shall open the door of a vehicle on the 
side available to moving traffic unless 
it is reasonably safe to do so and can 
be done without interfering with the

movement of such traffic, nor shall 
any person leave a door open on the 
side of a vehicle available to moving 
traffic for a period of time longer 
than necessary to load or unload 
passengers.” Based on CVC section 
22517, drivers and passengers have 
a responsibility to inspect their sur- 
roundings before opening the door to 
determine whether it is safe to do so. 
In your case, the Uber driver should 
have found a safe location to stop 
rather than abruptly stopping in the 
middle of a busy street. Furthermore, 
the Uber driver should have also 
warned his passenger to be careful 
when opening the door. While some 
of the liability may be placed on the 
passenger, the main focus in these 
cases is on Uber/Lyft and the driver 
because they bear responsibility for 
the decision to drop-off a passenger 
on a street with heavy traffic. We 
have also handled many cases where 
the Uber or Lyft driver decides to 
park in the bike lane forcing cyclists 
to go around the car, which increases 
the risk of getting doored or struck 
by oncoming traffic. 


If you were injured in a car 
accident as a result of a driver or 
passenger “dooring” you, you have 
the right to seek compensation for 
your economic and non-economic 
damages. Economic damages include 


compensation for discrete items such 
as property damage, medical bills and 
lost wages; non-economic damages 
include things that are more difficult 
to quantify, like pain and suffering, 
physical impairment, and inconve- 
nience. It is important to retain a 
skilled trial attorney to ensure that 
you receive full and just compensa- 
tion for your injuries. 


For everyone's reference, the San 
Francisco Bicycle Coalition highly 
encourages drivers and passen- 
gers to use the “Dutch Reach” for 
opening doors: this entails using 
the hand farthest from the door, so 
that the body automatically swivels, 
positioning the head and shoulders 
towards the window, and thereby 
allowing them to see any oncoming 
bikes and cars prior to opening the 
door. This is an easy technique that 
can avoid injuries to cyclists. By tak- 
ing these steps, you can help curb 
this unfortunate new trend.

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From Horner’s Addition to Boomer Outpost 


Noe Valley has evolved from a collection of dairy farms into a quiet, sunny and wealthy neighborhood.

“Two loving hearts were united 
in the bonds of holy matrimony in a Noe 
Valley mansion last night — although 
the father of the blushing bride threat- 
ened to blow the top of the bridegroom’s 
head off a few hours before the cere- 
mony, states a San Francisco Call article 
from 1889. The father was arrested for 
his threats, and the couple allegedly 
threw a wild party until 1 a.m. at their 
home at 1403 Church St. 

San Francisco's rich history as a 
turn-of-the-century destination for 
those with big dreams has made for 
some wild stories over the years. But 
Noe Valley — a hilly, largely-residential 
neighborhood west of the Mission and 
south of the Castro — is rarely fea- 
tured in the media. 

Unlike the Tenderloin and SoMa, 
which drew thousands of sailors to 
bars and businesses while their ships 
were in port, Noe Valley was initially 
used for its natural agriculture. It 
was consolidated with the Castro, 
Glen Park, and Diamond Heights 


into a 4,400-acre ranch, christened 
Rancho San Miguel. José de Jestis 
Noe was gifted the land in 1845, as 
part of a settlement following the 
Mexican-American War. But it doesn’t 
appear he was wealthy; his occupation 
was listed as a “farmer” in old doc- 
uments, and within a decade of the 
sale, he began selling parcels off to 
developers. 

John Meirs Horner and his brother 


William J. Horner bought much of 

the ranch, fencing it off and creating 
streets and blocks. It’s John Horner 
who's responsible for many of the 
neighborhood's street names: Eliza- 
beth, Duncan, Clipper, and Valley were 
all his choices. Today, much of the area 
is still referred to as Horner’s Addition 
by the city’s tax assessor, in part due 
to the historic nature of around 100 
houses within the boundaries of 21st 


to 25th streets, and San Jose Avenue 
to Guerrero Street. 

With this wave of development 
and small plot sales came the Irish, 
who opened boarding houses, stables, 
and farms. Public transit was installed 
nearby in the Mission and the Cas- 
tro. The area slowly populated, but 
experienced a boom after the 1906 
earthquake, when people displaced 
from other neighborhoods settled in 


Noe Valley. As the population has in- 
creased, the area has become wealthier, 
as affluent families have moved in, 
grabbing its (once) ample supply of 
single-family housing. 

Today, Noe Valley is an often-sun- 
ny, walkable neighborhood filled with 
strollers and dogs, and the attending 
signposts of gentrification in San 
Francisco: juice bars, avocado toast, 
and third wave coffee. The neighbor- 
hood is scant on new pedestrian or 
bike infrastructure, but few collisions 
occur. The Saturday farmers market 
features neighborhood kids playing in 
their bands and a notice board filled 
with notifications about events at the 
library and obituaries for local dogs. 
The neighborhood newspaper, the Noe 
Valley Voice, has somehow survived 
the scourge of print media closures 
and remains in print 42 years after 
its launch. When asked to describe 
its stereotypical resident for a San 
Francisco Chronicle column, Chronicle 
reporter J.K. Dineen, who lives in the 
neighborhood, kept it short and sweet: 
“Prius-driving baby boomers and Tes- 
la-driving techies with IPO money.”

Halfway through the 1992 
film Sister Act, actress Whoopi Gold- 
berg leads a group of nuns out of a large 
church to clean up the neighborhood. 
The upbeat montage shows the hab- 
it-wearing women scrubbing graffiti off 
the walls of their convent, dancing with 
sex workers, and fixing beaten-up cars 
with neighborhood locals. 

It’s a turning point in the film. 
Goldberg — who plays an Atlantic 
City lounge singer who disguises her- 
self as anun after witnessing a mob 
killing — shakes up the nuns’ dull, 
pious life with a re-energized choir 
and some good old community build- 
ing. But the neighborhood where the 
transformation takes place is far from 
the low-income, graffiti-filled area the 
film depicts; it’s Noe Valley, one of the 
more affluent areas in San Francisco. 
The formerly working-class neighbor- 
hood was already fairly gentrified by 
the early 1990s, with homes selling 
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for more than a million dollars. 

The filming of Sister Act took place 
from September to December 1991, in 
and around St. Paul’s Catholic Church 
on Church and Valley streets. But 
while the hallowed halls of the old 
convent and chapel — built in 1911 
— provided the perfect backdrop for 
the film, the neighborhood didn't. 
Director Emile Ardolino (also of Dirty 
Dancing) wanted a grittier scene. 
With the help of his design team, 
the area surrounding St. Paul’s was 
transformed from a quiet, well-to-do 
residential area to an area rife with 
strip clubs, porn shops, and junked 
cars. Nearby storefronts were dressed 
down, piles of garbage were dropped 
onto street corners, and extras were 
brought in to play smoking, drinking 
neighborhood residents. 

Sister Act was a big hit; Goldberg 
and Maggie Smith drew crowds and it 
earned $140 million at the box office 
in North America, making it one of 
the top-10 movies of 1992 (along with 
Wayne's World, A League of Their Own, 
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and Aladdin). 

Despite the movie's wild success, 
St. Paul’s nearly closed the following 
year. In 1993, the Archdiocese Plan- 
ning Commission placed the large 
church on a list of parishes to be 
shuttered. In a desperate attempt to 
save the church, Rev. Father Mario 
Farana made the tough decision to 
sell much of the church’s neighboring 
land, raising $8.5 million to renovate 
and rebuild the 100-year-old building. 
More than 50 tons of steel were in- 
stalled to reshore its walls and ceiling, 
ADA bathrooms were installed, and 
in December 2000, a Christmas mass 
was held in honor of its reopening. 

Today, Sister Act is mentioned in 
St. Paul’s history, tucked in among 
information about its various reno- 
vations and leadership. And while its 
location isn’t as well-known as, say, 
the Fairmont Hotel, it does still draw 
a fair number of tourists each year. 





Noe Valley 
Still Reeling 
from June 
Hit-and-Run 
Sela Ruth Araujo de 
Henriquez was a beloved 
nanny who frequented the 
neighborhood's Rec Center 


— and where she met her 
best friend.

On a Saturday afternoon in 
June, Paty Juarez had an urge to go 
to her best friend, Sela Ruth Araujo 
de Henriquez. But she didn’t want to 
bother her and knew the two would 
see one another the next day, or 
while working as nannies in Noe Val- 
ley. 

That time wouldn’t come. 

Just after 1 a.m. that night 
on June 23, Henriquez was killed 
in a hit-and-run by the speeding 
driver of a Mercedes who ran a 
red light. She was in a Lyft on her 
way home from babysitting when 
the driver crashed into the car on 
Third Street and Paul Avenue, kill- 
ing both her and 26-year-old Lyft 
driver Waseem Ali before fleeing. 
The 49-year-old grandmother died 
less than a mile from the Bayview 
house she bought a few years ago. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” Juarez 
told SF Weekly through a translator, 
of receiving the call from Hen- 
riquez’s son. “I didn’t think it was 
true. She didn’t deserve to go like 
that. I don’t think anyone does.” 

Henriquez is far from the only 
one. With Saturday’s death of 
79-year-old Hui Jun Yang on Fifth 
and Market streets, 2019 so far has 
seen 23 deaths — the same amount 
in all of 2018. It’s a long road to 
San Francisco’s Vision Zero goal of 
preventing all traffic fatalities on 
city streets by 2024. 

But for family and friends of 
those who died, the memory of 
their loved one is hard to shake 
long after the news cycle moves on. 
That’s the case for Juarez, who met 
Henriquez six years ago at the Up- 
per Noe Valley Rec Center. There, 
the two saw each other nearly every 
day while working as nannies. 
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“She was like my sister,” says 
Juarez, who still frequents the rec 
center with her charges. “She was a 
very hardworking, humble woman. 
We shared happy times, sad times, 
we shared everything. She was a 
really good person.” 

Juarez and Henriquez first 
started talking at the park about 
the children they looked after and 
soon got to sharing life stories. 
They realized they were both avid 
churchgoers and from El Salvador, 
which Henriquez left up to 15 years 
ago. But she would still call her 
mother every day to tell her she 
loved her, which she also often told 
Juarez. 

“Sela was at the heart of a tight- 
knit community of caregivers who 
gather at Upper Noe Valley Rec 
Center with their young charges,” 
says Rec and Park spokesperson 
Tamara Aparton. “Her loss is felt 
acutely by her many friends, who 
took up a collection to help contrib- 
ute to her funeral. She was part of 
what makes this place special and 
always friendly to our Rec and Park 
staff.” 

Henriquez made friends with 
other nannies who frequent the 
Upper Noe Valley Rec Center as 
well, but was closest with Juarez. 
The two would have coffee dates, 
cook food together, have their fam- 
ilies spend time with one another, 
and were often asked if they were 
sisters. Henriquez leaves behind 
three children and two grandkids 
(with one more on the way), all of 
whom live in San Francisco. 

Juarez is still coping with the 
loss of a friend who she misses 
dearly, and some days are harder 
than others without Henriquez by 
her side at the park. One moment 
of sadness last week had her want- 
ing to ask her why she left. 

“She left a lot of emptiness be- 
hind — her mom, her husband, the 
little girl on the way who will never 
meet her,” Juarez says. “Sometimes 
I feel like I’m going to be walking 
down the street and see her.”

When Lucca’s Ravioli closed its 
doors in the Mission one last time in 
April, San Francisco bemoaned the loss 
of another institution. Where else in the 
city is there a specialty shop full of im- 
ported cheeses, wine, pasta, and more? 
Noe Valley’s 24th Street Cheese Co. is 
there to absorb the demand. 

On 24th and Sanchez streets, just a 
couple blocks from the J-Church line, 
the boutique holds roughly 300 chees- 
es that challenge you to think beyond 
Kraft singles in the aisles of Safeway. 
Oveja Negra? Aged sheep’s milk. Pont 
L’Eveque? Comes from coastal French 
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cow and has notes of shellfish. Beem- 
ster? Aged Gouda that has toffee notes 
and a caramel finish. 

If those names sound daunting, 
owner Charles Kung knows the feeling. 
His family, which came from China via 
Taiwan then Argentina, didn’t know 
the first thing about fancy cheeses 
when they got into the business. 
Thirty-three years later, people go to 
Kung and his small staff for recom- 
mendations on cheese, wine, and even 
escargot. 

“It’s kind of an accident,” Kung says. 
“Sometimes, you never know.” 

Kung’s family landed in Argentina 
in 1964 when he was around 14 years 
old from Taiwan, where his family 


retreated to avoid communist rule on 
the mainland of China. The United 
States was difficult to get into but 
Kung’s mother had a childhood friend 
in Buenos Aires who attested to the 
ability to earn a living there. 

While his parents launched a 
restaurant in the city and later a ship- 
ping company, a tutor taught Kung 
and his sister Spanish — but also 
didn’t know English so they often 
communicated by looking up words in 
the dictionary. Just three years later 
in 1967, his sister started attending 
school at San Francisco State Univer- 
sity — right before students mounted 
a historic strike to create the College 
of Ethnic Studies — and later started 
waitressing at the former Andy’s Do- 
nuts on Castro Street. 

That provided Kung’s family with 
the ability to move to San Francisco. 
Kung spent his first summer there in 
1969 before studying political science 
in Texas. 

“It was, of course, a different San 
Francisco,” Kung says. “I would say it 
was more multicultural. I was comfort- 
able here. Then, it’s more comfortable 
than now.” 

Kung’s mother started buying up 
buildings, including one on 24th Street 


with a cheese shop in poor condition 
38 years ago. Staff members later 
convinced the Kungs to take over the 
shop despite not knowing much about 
cheese. Kung had moved back and 
forth from Buenos Aires while waiting 
for his green card and by 1986, about 
one year after his sister started run- 
ning the store, he was able to settle 
in for good, with books on cheeses in 
hand. 

“They had nothing at all and I had 
to establish everything,” Kung says. “I 


trusted my own palate. It took a couple 


years for me to get the whole thing.” 

Though Kung doesn’t eat as much 
cheese as he did in the past, he’s now 
confident enough in his expertise 
to say he likes sheep’s milk from the 
Basque region of France. He and his 
wife raised his two daughters upstairs 
from the cheese shop before they left 
for college on the East Coast and re- 
mained there. But Kung and his wife 
still live in the building, and have seen 
a noticeable change in clientele over 
the years. 

“A majority of the high-tech people 
today have more money to spend so 
they don’t really care how much we 
charge,” Kung says. “In the old days 
people always asked, ‘How much does 


this one cost?’ Today, it’s easier to sell 
more higher, artisanal cheeses. Many 
of them are willing to pay for that.” 

The older generation of Noe Valley 
that’s still around tends to care more 
about calories now and eat less cheese, 
Kung says. But the store also comes 
stocked with imported meats, wines, 
sauces, and, yes, some Italian pasta. 

It’s no secret what’s kept Kung’s 
shop insulated from San Francisco's 
skyrocketing rents: ownership of the 
building. Though Kung has a few em- 
ployees to help, he has retirement on 
his 70-year-old mind. 

Kung says the day will come that 
he sells the business and calls it a day. 
Once that happens, San Francisco will 
have one less stop for Harvarti Dill, 
D’affinois Truffle, Taleggio, and other 
cheeses to front like an expert during 
social gatherings. 

But that day isn’t here yet — at 
least until long-standing Noe Valley 
neighbors are no longer here to beg 
him to delay retirement. 

“Nothing is going to be forever,” 
Kung says. “I’m still here.” 


The “Save Video Wave of Noe Valley” 
campaign has raised $17,615 for the 
store since 2016, according to the Go- 
FundMe website. 

“The GoFundMe campaign was not 
something I envisioned as an ongoing 
thing,” Hutton tells SF Weekly. The 
campaign has remained up since 2016 
as the store has been in need of extra 
cash from the community on an on- 
going basis. 

David Pennebaker, who has made 
the largest individual donation on 
the GoFundMe page ($3,000 in 2016 
and $500 in May 2018), has been 
a regular customer since the early 
2000s and enjoys the personal, tactile 
experience a video store provides over 
Netflix. 

“T really miss Blockbuster,” says 
Pennebaker, a real estate agent who 
lives in the neighborhood. “T like 
having someone to talk to about the 
movies.” 

Hutton, who was a librarian before 
working at Video Wave full time, 
enjoys giving customers advice and 


familiar with a neighborhood in San 
Francisco, that’s part of the beauty of 
it, you get acquainted with small busi- 
nesses like these.” 

Hutton plans on doing more com- 
munity outreach in advance of his 
expiring lease. 

“T want to put myself out there as 
best I can,” he says. “I love what I do 
and I love my community. I want to 
keep it going.” 


guidance on movies. 

Hutton would even welcome be- 
coming a non-profit and repository 
of classic films, but cannot afford the 
attorney’s fees or filing fees associ- 
ated with converting a commercial 
business into a nonprofit. 

“Td love it if a collection like this 
was the city’s video store,” he says. 

Regulars like Pennebaker have 
weaved Video Wave into the fabric of 
their lives. 

“T'd seriously hate to see [Video 
Wave] close,” Pennebaker says. He 
first came into contact with the 
store in the early 2000s when his 
then-boss lent him a movie (In the 
Cut, a 2003 thriller starring Meg 
Ryan and Mark Ruffalo) she had 
rented from Video Wave. When he 
returned it, he found there were 
a bushel of late fees his boss had 
accrued that he had to pay off. Nev- 
ertheless, he eventually became a 
store regular. 

“T really like talking with Colin,” 
Pennebaker says. “Once you're 


current lease expires. 

“The lease is up on Halloween, and 
I have no idea what the landlord will 
do,” says Colin Hutton, the proprietor 
and co-owner of Video Wave. 

Hutton added a monthly mem- 
bership fee this year, emulating 
the monthly subscription model of 
services like Netflix and Hulu. The 
change comes in response to an even 
worse start to 2019 than 2018, which 
Hutton says was a bad year, although 
2017 and 2016 were no cakewalks 
either. 

As reported by Hoodline at the 
time, Video Wave started a GoFund- 
Me campaign in 2016 to help keep 
the store in business as it changed 
locations due to increasing rent. It 
initially moved into its current space 
with a candy store, although that 
store has since gone out of business, 
leaving Video Wave to shoulder the 
rent alone. 

Hutton has kept the GoFundMe 
page open, as he’s needed community 
support to help keep the store alive.

The press photos that accompa- 
nied news of Purple Mountains’ won- 
drous debut album offered a grim visage 
of David Berman: Tinted sunglasses cov- 
ered a set of weary, stricken eyes, his 
neck-length hair was thinning and reedy, 
and a pursed, lifeless expression graced 
the face of the 52-year-old poet and mu- 
sician. 

No doubt that Berman personally 
selected those photos. He was a man 
who endured decades of crippling drug 
and alcohol addictions, harrowing 


bouts of depression, personal strife, 
and an utterly debilitating relationship 
with his father. Berman knew that 
those daily battles chipped away at his 
soul, drained his sinew and irradiated 
his marrow, leaving him weakened 
and exposed. Whatever doesn’t kill 
you doesn’t make you stronger. It just 
doesn’t kill you. 

Like so many of his contemporaries, 
Berman often wrote in a manner that 
reflected this macabre vision—that 
life was something to be endured. 
From his earliest days as the creative 
force behind Silver Jews—the offbeat, 
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towering Americana project he started 
with Pavement founder Stephen Malk- 
mus—all the way to his final album, a 
masterful coda released under his new 
moniker, Purple Mountains, Berman 
mused ponderously upon mortality. 
Those observations could be wry (“On 
the last day of your life/Don’t forget 
to die,”) surreal (“Like like the the the 
death,”), buoyant (“Well, I think I'd die, 
see/Tf you just said hi to me”), and dev- 
astating (“We're gonna take a ride in 
the dirt/We’re gonna die ’til it doesn’t 
hurt.”) 

Maybe Berman was fixated on

death because he didn’t think he had 


much to offer in this life. That is tragic 
thinking. Berman could be mordant, 
but he was also a life-affirming, love- 
bruised, and brilliant poet whose mas- 
tery of words and prose was nothing 
short of dazzling. He was a lyrical Loki, 
cheekily wielding wordplays to mag- 
isterial effects (“And I wanna be like 
water if I can/Cause water doesn't give 
a damn”). 

He was the voice of record for such 
a disparate collection of lost souls. He 
spoke with lived authority on count- 
less lives—the privileged kid dealing 





with the ennui and desultoriness of 
suburban shopping malls and gated 
communities; the afternoon bar sot re- 
flecting upon the dread and possibility 
of city living; the nomadic raconteur 
wistfully pining for desiccated arroyos 
and distant flat-topped mesas. 

And when he spoke of beauty — of 
life’s boundless offerings — he de- 
livered his message with such clarity 
that even the greatest skeptics would 
melt upon his embrace. Berman en- 
countered difficulty upon difficulty in 
his pained life, but he also loved—his 
friends, his wife, his bandmates, his 
fans—and he had a peerless ability to 
convey the joys of opening one’s heart. 
It would be a useless endeavor to doc- 
ument his every lyric that contained 
pearls of ecstasy, but know that for 
every mention of death in his records, 
were lines like this: “’m gonna love 
you for a hundred years/Through suf- 
fering and celebration, dear.” 

No need for a facade there. Just a 
naked statement of devotion. 

On Aug. 7, we lost David Berman. 
Berman’s death is tragic for countless 
reasons. After years battling with 
drugs and alcohol, he had proudly 
avowed his decade-plus of clean living. 
His return to music, 11 years after the 
last Silver Jews album and subsequent 
dissolution of that band, was an im- 
probable success, as Purple Mountains 
maintained and even built upon the 
lofty artistic standards established by 
his pioneering early work. He was set 
to start his tour Aug. 10, which includ- 
ed a stop at the Chapel on Sept. 18 and 
19 (the shows were sold out). Most 
importantly, Berman still had so much 
more love to offer, and we had so much 
love to give back in return. 

For many individuals suffering from 
depression it is impossible to realize 
how much you are loved. His life was 
fraught and fragile and perilous and 
punitive, but he taught me to embrace 
those blissful, rare moments of utter 
happiness, because they could extend 
into a lifetime or be lost by the end of 
the cigarette, ash dropping to the floor. 

Berman once mused about “Half 
hours on Earth/What are they worth?” 

I, for one, am eternally grateful that 
he stuck around for as long as he did, 
offering to eat his pain to provide us 
with his gifts — to sacrifice his happi- 
ness so we could indulge us in his bril- 
liance — one half hour at a time.

Susi Damilano, the director of 
Cabaret, was shrewd to cast Cate Hay- 
man in the role of Sally Bowles. Hay- 
man’s allure owes very little to Liza 
Minnelli's Oscar-winning performance 
in the 1972 film. Her blonde hair and 
sultry voice don’t summon up Minnelli’s 
jittery, androgynous gamine. This more 
pensive version of Sally isn’t so high- 
strung. She’s still self-absorbed but sulk- 
ier and languid — except when she’s on 
stage at the Kit Kat Klub. That’s when 
she’s most expressive and alive. In the 
movie, Sally lives in a perpetual state of 
withdrawal, whether from alcohol or 
men. As she points out in the 
foot-stomping, ass-slapping, chair-wran- 
gling number “Mein Herr,” getting emo- 
tionally entangled isn’t one of her 
strengths. Hayman’s voice is warmer and 
deeper than Minnelli’s but she manages, 
effortlessly, to sell the song’s cynical 
point of view. 

As the Master of Ceremonies who 
welcomes the audience inside this 
1930s nightclub in Berlin, John Paul 
Gonzalez doesn’t try to escape from 
Alan Cumming’s towering influence. 
Cumming played the louche emcee in 
two separate Broadway revivals. Gon- 
zalez borrows the Scottish actor’s at- 
titude and, at times, his phrasing. The 
imitation starts to matter less because 
the actor takes so much pleasure in performing 
the role. Gonzalez corrals the other dancers with 
his loose hips and expressive lips. Ruby red se- 
quins decorate his nipples. They sparkle when the 
spotlights hit his bare chest. And, in what must 
surely be a nod to Tim Curry’s Dr. Frank-N-Furter 
from The Rocky Horror Picture Show, he wears fish- 
net stockings and heels. 

Like most productions of this Kander and Ebb 
musical, Cabaret promises titillation. The Kit Kat 
Klub dancers — both men and women — wear 
lingerie that ranges from scanty to torn to barely 
there. For those theatregoers who have a fetish 
for spanking, they'll find plenty of it displayed on 
a variety of rosy cheeks. What the musical offers 
as a counterpoint to the decadence and frivolity 
are two romances that run parallel to each other. 
Sally eyes a handsome American writer while 
she’s performing at the club. Clifford Bradshaw 
(Atticus Shaindlin) is newly arrived to Europe 
from Ohio. On the outside, he presents himself 
as a square. But Cliff actually wants to have every 
kind of experience that the Weimar Republic has 
to offer. When he enters the nightclub, he’s en-

tranced by Sally and Bobby (Zachary Isen), one of 
the dancers. 

Cliff and Sally’s affair isn’t as well drawn out 
as it is in the movie. Shaindlin scarcely even gets 
to sing. Instead, there’s a sweet subplot about 
a courtship between their landlady Fraulein 
Schneider (Jennie Brick) and Herr Schultz (Louis 
Parnell), a local merchant. “It Couldn’t Please Me 
More’ is a duet and an ode to the pineapple he 
brings her. As their platonic friendship deepens 
into a more significant attachment, the Nazis are 
strengthening their numbers. When someone 
throws a brick through Herr Schultz’s storefront 
window, Fraulein Schneider questions the wis- 
dom of being engaged to a Jewish man. Because 
of the setting in that particular time and place, 
the audience knows that every act of tenderness 
will fail under all of the historical weight. Fraulein 
Schneider tells Cliff she’s a survivor, a pragmatic 
person. Chagrinned, he understands that she 
won't risk her own life for the sake of companion- 
ship and love. 

Neither will Sally. But her concerns about be- 
ing with Cliff have nothing to do with his religion 
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or the impending rise of fascism. She 
can sing the heartbreaking “Maybe 
This Time,” filling the lyrics up with 

a lifetime’s worth of longing, and 
still decide that she wants to be free 
of him. Despite the emcee’s early 
assertion that you can leave your 
troubles behind when you step inside 
the theater, it’s the ultimate feint. 
Every cast member gets an unhappy 
ending. Without revealing the specif- 
ics of the final scene, even the sexy, 
provocatively clad dancers conclude 
their revels with an exhausted air of 
hopelessness. Come to the Cabaret, 
old chum, but the hedonism that’s on 
display is only temporary.

Love, Antosha 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 


History tells us that actor Anton Yelchin died in 2016 
at 27, an age often associated with hard living and 
drug-related deaths. But as related in Garret Price’s 
documentary Love, Antosha, Yelchin’s death was just 
bad luck involving a soon-to-be-recalled SUV at a time 
when his acting career was in full swing—he’d already 
appeared in over five dozen movie and television 
projects, and he was on the verge of directing his first 
feature film. As related by his friends, co-workers, and 
Russian-immigrant parents, Yelchin was no angel or 
paragon of clean living, but he was able to channel 

his self-destructive impulses into his art without the 
unpleasant side effect of destroying himself in the 
process, or becoming an unpleasant jerk. The often- 
ribald anecdotes related by people like Yelchin’s Star 
Trek co-stars Chris Pine and Simon Pegg don't feel like 
violating his privacy so much as honoring his memory 
in the most celebratory way possible. The one element 
that doesn’t quite flow in Love, Antosha is Nicolas Cage 
reading Yelchin’s words, which is as jarring as Sam 
Jackson voicing James Baldwin in I Am Not Your Negro. 
On the other hand, Jennifer Lawrence telling a story 
from Yelchin’s spank-bank about an otherwise non- 
sexual encounter with Cindy Crawford is worth the price 
of admission. Sherilyn Connelly 


After the Wedding 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday 
at the Embarcadero Center Cinema. 


Bart Freundlich’s After the Wedding is a remake of 
Susanne Bier’s 2006 Danish film, but it more often 
plays like a limited television series edited down to 
feature length. That’s not necessarily a bad thing, as it 
features Michelle Williams fresh off of being one of the 
high points of one of the best limited series of 2019, 
Fosse/Verdon. While running an orphanage in Calcutta, 
Isabel (Williams) reluctantly travels to New York to 
receive a $2M donation from mysterious benefactor 
Theresa (Julianne Moore). While in the States, Isabel 
gets deeply involved in Theresa’s familial drama, much 
of it involving Theresa’s husband Oscar (Billy Crudup) 
and the revelations that follow the wedding of their 
daughter Grace (Abby Quinn). Though heavy-handed 
at times—you'd best believe a nest with broken eggs 
symbolizes what you think it does—the picture moves 
along at a breakneck pace. Freundlich zooms through 
time past specific incidents to get to the aftermath 

of said incidents, what happens after the wedding 
necessarily being more important than the wedding 
itself in After the Wedding. And while Williams’ ability to 
express sublimated pain is second to none, right up to 
the kick-in-the-teeth denouement, it’s also possible that 
producer Julianne Moore and her spouse Freundlich 
reverse-engineered it from Moore’s uncanny imitation 


of slurred drunkspeak. She’s that good. SC 






The Root of the Matter

There are grocery stores, and 
there are specialty grocery stores. Mer- 
chant Roots, on Fillmore Street just 
down from the devastatingly good (and 
now closed) Caribbean restaurant Isla 
Vida, is even more boutique than that. 
Chef and co-owner Ryan Shelton de- 
scribes it as a “craft grocer,” or “specialty 
pasta retailer,” one that also happens to 
make its own mortadella. 

There are grab-and-go salads and 
sandwiches to be had besides the items 
on the retail shelf, but the real reason 
to go to Merchant Roots is for The 
Table, a communal dining experience 
with a nine-course menu grouped 
around a theme. Although it’s already 
wrapped up in preparation for the next 
one, the last series was “Vanity Fair.” 

It’s more of a loose metaphor 
than a hard-and-fast reference to 
Thackeray. It’s basically a take on the 
mid-19th-century British aristocratic 
adoration of Paris, with some accents 
from the burgeoning empire, namely 
vindaloo and biryani rice from India. A 
Victorian-goth candelabra adds a touch 
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of late-night decadence, while the 
“faux gras” torchon and snail “caviar” 
on the Snail Wellington ground things 
in contemporary San Francisco, with 

a bit of a wink. But if Napoleon, to say 
nothing of the Jacobins, is on the hori- 
zon, that army is still a ways off. 

The Table admits guests on Thurs- 
days, Fridays, and Saturdays and your 
enjoyment of this theatrical meal will 
be predicated on several things. The 
price, of course, is one. If two people 
go and share one wine pairing between 
them, it’s going to be $500. Shelton 
et al. prepare strictly special-occasion 
fare, which works out nicely, as every- 
one seems to go as a couple and the 
communal table seats eight people. I'd 
like to think most people have gotten 
over any aversions to sitting at a large 
table with strangers, but that mostly 
occurs in fast-casual settings and at 
beer gardens and such. This is alto- 
gether different. You're experiencing 
everything, from the ballet service to 
the chef’s explanations, as one. 

It’s almost — almost — like a 
high-end party bus. So you'd better 
make fast friends and enjoy your 
company. On my last visit, we eight 


were thankfully a chatty bunch, with 
camaraderie facilitated in the lounge 
up front over a glass of champagne 
and some “gougeéres cygnes, or pate 
a choux hors d’oeuvres in the shape of 
a swan, filled with Stilton mousse and 
a port-cassis gel to elevate them over 
the usual walnuts. On another visit, 
my boyfriend and I shared the eve- 
ning with three quieter couples whose 
expressions were generally impassive 
throughout, and it wasn’t as much fun. 

But the flourishes are what com- 
pose The Table at Merchant Roots, 
from the coquettish peacock-feather 
fans, to the quail revealed beneath an 
origami bird folded from what could 
be bordello wallpaper, to the “carrot 
tops” poking out of a sorbet and 
served in a teacup that could have been 
pilfered from the scullery at Windsor 
Castle. It can send a reviewer into a 
minor sensory mania even though 
the pace is even. There were at least 
two moments, mid-meal, where I was 
frantically photographing things, 
trying to take good notes, laughing at 
a joke someone had made, eyeballing 
the wine to make sure my friend and I 
weren't lagging, and closing my eyes to 
savor this or that. 

The division of labor is quite clear: 
Shelton plates dishes and explains 
them, while a sous does most of the 
cooking and two other team members 
pour wine and focus on the accou- 
terments at the table. Overall, it’s a 
serious adventure, with quite a bit of 
offal in the form of blood pudding and 
sweetbread. Among the highlights 
of Vanity Fair are that whole-roasted 
quail, with a fig-balsamic glaze, toa 
prawn consommé that’s described as a 
“treat that nature provided” and which 
simmers for a full minute. You know 
this because you'll have been given a 
small hourglass to count it out before 
picking out the meat and throwing 
back that marvelously intense broth. If 
there’s one course where the laborious 
fervor doesn’t really hit the palate, it’s 
the sunflower croquettes, which deploy 
and deconstruct sunchokes (which 
chefs love more than the rest of us do) 
to a sort of sterile minimalism. It’s 
hard to care in more than an abstract 
way that every part of the sunflower 
has been used, although in fairness 
this is Shelton’s replacement for a 
salad, which “just ain’t opulent.” My 
favorite was the savory oyster sabayon 
with sweetbreads and green strawber- 
ry, a beguiling dish that grew out of 
Shelton’s research into historical foods. 

“Oysters were in everything,” he 
told me later. “As seasoning, as filler — 


especially in England where they’re al- 
most an invasive species. “You're doing 
a beef stew? Drop some oysters in!’ ” 

Curiously, there’s no egg in the 
sabayon (a custard), as all the pro- 
tein comes from the oyster, pureed 
with fennel, lemon, and shallots. The 
sweetbreads themselves are blanched, 
trimmed of their sinews, then cut and 
breaded. Because veal thymus lacks 
a meat-fiber texture, they reminded 
Shelton almost of po’ boys, so he 
“pumped up the New Orleans side of 
the spices” in the breading, with garlic, 
allspice, and paprika. 

“It’s a subtle thing,” he says, “but 
it’s supposed to be a very obscure dish 
that tugs at the back of your brain and 
reminds you of something you've had 
before.” 

So: England by way of France by 
way of France’s most enduring outpost 
in the American South. Fittingly, a 
Napoleon with no fewer than 26 lay- 
ers — chai buttercream alternating 
with flourless cake — over ganache 
and under chocolate macarons brings 
it all home. You get to take a menu, in 
a hard-to-read font like a society wed- 
ding invitation or the grocery list of 
one of the Founding Fathers. 

The next theme is Color Theory. 
Even more than Trick Dog, which 
famously dumps its menu for a new 
one every six months, Shelton is 
seized with an urgency to make it new. 
The colors won't be as simple as, say, 
serving apples, tomatoes, and Fresno 
chilies for red. Rather, it’s more of an 
evocative sense derived from mood. 
Take violet, which Shelton calls a “very 
enigmatic” color. 

“It kind of operates on a lot of dif- 
ferent frequencies. It’s warm and cold 
at the same time,’ he says. “So where 
it falls in the menu is a cheese course/ 
first dessert, a little bit of an enigma. 
It’s something that shouldn't work, 
but does: bleu cheese cheesecake semi- 
freddo, with a dolcetto gorgonzola — 
so it has that slight bit of savory funk, 
plus brown-butter graham cracker.” 

To add to the mystery, he’ll throw 
in freeze-dried kalamata olives, just to 
keep people guessing about where it 
all falls on the sweet-salty axis. Sounds 
almost like the freeze-dryer of the 
vanities.

The Pizza Shop

I don’t know when San Francisco 
became such a pizza town, but it hap- 
pened. Who knew? There are openings 
happening all over the city and Eater 
round-ups are constantly coaching us 
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where to get the best slices and pies. Vet- 
erans like Arinell’s New York pizza and 
Little Star’s Chicago deep dish have long 
held down their reputations as some of 
the best pizza places representing their 
home towns here in the Bay, but I think 
it’s about time a new East Coast slice gets 
the credit is deserves.

Thomas Jividen. He has created one 
of the closest renditions of an East 
Coast slice-shop around the city. The 
quarter-circle glass dome that greets 
guests after walking in displays about 
six different types of classic slices from 
cheese and pepperoni with mushrooms 
to meat lovers and tomato and garlic. 
The most alluring quality of these slic- 
es are their unmistakable simplicity. 
The crust is thin and crispy with the 
ideal tear and chew. The sauce is sweet 
and tangy, and the cheese is freckled 
with heavenly little bubbles. 

The dark horse of the bunch is the 
white spinach, covered in spinach, ri- 
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cotta, mozzarella, garlic, and parmesz 
cheese. The funky medley of cheese 
blends magnificently together while 
the small clumps of fresh spinach add 
an earthy freshness. Only a classic piz 
za joint would know that they’re not 
complete without a special slice that i 
all their own. 

Bottom line, The Pizza Shop is 
just flat out good. It’s consistent and 
reliable. It’s quick, easy, and it’s cash 
only. They will heat up your slice for 
you and you can eat it at one of their 
small tables while people-watching 
tourists and locals cruising down 24t] 
or take it on the go and gobble it dow 
on your way to Blind Cat for a pint 
and a game of pool. The point is good 
pizza is meant to be simple. It doesn’ 
overthink it or celebrate itself. It just 
is what it is. Based on their name, I’m 
guessing The Pizza Shop already knov 
this.

Although you can stroll right in with- 
out paying anything to enjoy the vibe 
alongside 25,000 people, there is a $50

To get everyone 
on the sustainable-seafood train, the 
Monterey Bay Aquarium’s Seafood 
Watch truck will be present, serving 
locally caught wild rockfish tacos, while 
Bini’s Kitchen — another La Cocina 
success story, with a brand-new brick- 
and-mortar in SoMa — will have the 
usual lamb, turkey, and vegetarian 
Nepalese dumplings called momos. In 
the event it’s toasty in the Mission that 
afternoon, you can cool off with pops 
from The Pop Nation. See the full list 
of restaurants and other food vendors 
here. 

The lineup announcement in early 
July was only partial, and the full mu- 
sical roster has now been made public, 
with the additions of S.F. singer-song- 
writer ZOLA, Oakland indie-punks 
Shutups, and more. 

And in spite of the name, the festi- 
val technically occupies several of the 
surrounding streets, bounded by 19th 
and 20th and Harrison and Bryant. As 
music festivals become more and more 
elite, it’s good to know we have such 
a fun freebie right in the Mission’s

THE VOICE OF SAN FRANCISCO 
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Orville Peck 
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By Zack Ruskin 


The first thing you should know 
about cowboy Orville Peck is that he 
doesn’t wear a disguise. 

The fringe that dangles from his 
omnipresent mask — think the Lone 
Ranger with a makeover — is not some 
enigmatic marketing ploy. No, Orville 
Peck is not his real name. Yes, you can 
find his real identity if you want, but 
why bother? At a moment when we 
all want to know everything about 
everyone as soon as it happens, it’s 
profoundly refreshingly to take Peck 
solely on the merits of his aesthetic 
and enrapturing voice. 

Speaking by Skype ahead of a 
performance on Monday, Aug. 19, at 
Swedish American Hall, Peck confirms 
that it would be a mistake to see his 
mask as an act of deception. 

“People get confused about what a 
disguise is,” he says. “I don’t wear a dis- 
guise. I wear an aesthetic that is refer- 
encing classic cowboy themes. It’s just 
a heightened way to present my art.

It’s part of who Iam as Orville Peck.” 

When his debut album, Pony, was 
released to acclaim earlier this year, 
the question of Peck’s identity was 
quickly replaced by efforts to properly 
describe his alluring singing style. 
Borrowing from paradigms of country 
and western, songs like “Hope to Die” 
and “Queen of the Rodeo” are sold on 
the strength of Peck’s vocals, which 
confidently roam from sweet falsettos 
to booming refrains. 

For Peck, the cowboy outfit and 
fringed mask aren’t a way to keep his 
fans at a distance — they’re a way to 
bring them closer. Thus, though his 
voice may be simultaneously reminis- 
cent of Roy Orbison, Nick Cave, and 
Chris Isaak, the person Peck sounds 
the most like is himself. 

“T would wager that the things I 
sing about are far more steeped in 
truth, that ’'m way more personal in 
my music, than some people who wear 
jeans and a t-shirt and just sing on a 
stage,’ he says. “I do think some people 
confuse the fact that I have an aesthet- 
ic and that there are heightened visual 
aspects to what I do with some kind of 
fabricated persona or schtick.” 
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Those who have heard Peck’s music 
know that it suffers from no lack of 
authenticity. 

Instead, his songs are astutely per- 
sonal, in some cases reimagining tradi- 
tionally “masculine” scenarios through 
Peck’s queer cowboy lens. “Dead of 
Night” follows a pair of young men on 
the run, exemplifying the desert heart- 
breaks and lonesome treks through 
desolate lands that are generously 
sprinkled throughout Pony. 

For Peck, approaching his persona 
from the perspective of camp (recently 
utilized, to mixed results, as the theme 
for this year’s Met Gala) feels like a 
natural extension of the machismo 
idealized by vintage Hollywood west- 
ern films. 

“There’s a camp, dramatic quality 
that’s attached to the settings of west- 
erns and that’s definitely something 
I draw inspiration from,” he explains. 
“A lot of Italian directors purposefully 
put gay overtones between the cow- 
boys into their westerns. I think those 
tropes and pastiche cowboy motifs 
that are now actually ingrained in pub- 
lic culture come from a camp place.” 

For further proof, the veiled trouba- 
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dour points to Trixie Mattel. 

A two-time RuPaul’s Drag Race con- 
testant (and Drag Race All-Stars win- 
ner), Mattel has navigated a similar — 
though unique — path as a drag queen 
who also writes and performs her own 
country music. She’s now released two 
albums and relentlessly toured across 
the planet. Peck sees a lot of himself in 
Mattel, who he recently saw perform 
at the annual Calgary Stampede cele- 
bration. 

He says they share similarities, both 
in terms of who they are as performers 
as well as the type of music they’re 
looking to share with fans. 

“She and I get along because I kind 
of feel like a drag queen sometimes,” 
Peck says. “I also think both of us have 
very strong aesthetics as artists. We're 
obviously very heightened performers, 
I guess you could say, but I also think 
we both come with a lot of sincerity. I 
don’t think that either of us is playing 
a character. We also both love coun- 
try music and we both write country 
music.” 

It’s working. The evidence that Peck 
is reaching people grows more appar- 
ent with each stop he makes on his 
current tour. 

“It’s like pretty much anybody you 
could imagine,” says Peck of the crowds 
he’s seeing at his shows, which regu- 
larly include everyone from members 
of the LGBT community to punks and 
metal kids and skateboarders to “regu- 
lar Joe type” people. 

“There are middle-aged couples and 
even older people, real country and 
western fans, who listen to like Hank 
Williams and Porter Wagoner,’ Peck 
continues. “It’s incredible. You look out 
at the crowd and I think it’s probably 
the first time that these people have 
ever been in a room with one another. 
It has this really magical kind of feel- 
ing, like we’re all connected by this one 
thing. It’s pretty remarkable.”

As with every great collaboration that came before them, Bad Books 
captures the singularity of each of its three members, musician Kevin 
Devine and Manchester Orchestra’s Andy Hull and Robert McDowell, 
that makes for compelling and thematic folk-tinged rock. The group 
started when Manchester Orchestra and Devine began writing songs 
together after opening on Brand New’s 2007 tour, steadily working 
together over time to release their self-titled debut album in 2010 to 
glowing reception. The group would follow-up their debut with 2012's 
aptly-titled IJ, a more refined and warmer sounding effort that boasts 
clever lyricism from Devine and Hull. Bad Books would go dark for seven 
years until slowly reuniting to work on new material, which culminated 
in the group’s richest-sounding and most ambitious work to date, their 
slightly-psychedelic record III. Throughout their stop-and-go career, Bad 
Books always manage to pick up exactly where they left off due to genuine 
friendship and creative chemistry with one another that has only grown

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SHRINKAGE 


by Dan Savage 


I’m an otherwise healthy male of 54. When I 
was a teen, my cock measured about six-and-a- 
half inches. Not small, not huge, pretty average. 

I never kept track of the situation down south, 
but suddenly I find my junk reports in just over 
four inches. WTF? Is this normal? Do men lose 
size/girth as they age? I’m only 54! How much 
more do I have to lose before 60? And beyond? I’m 
single now and suddenly I'm afraid to be intimate 
with women I formerly would have embraced 
without a second thought out of embarrassment. 
My confidence is at an all-time low. I’m actually 
afraid to ask anyone out for fear of “exposing” the 
evidence. I assume there are no pills for this, but 
please tell me there are options. 

Shrinking In Seattle 


“We have to make a distinction between 
observed penile length and actual penile 
length,” said Dr. Ashley Winter, a board- 
certified urologist in Portland, Oregon. “Penis 
length changes in real time based on a number 
of factors, factors that include level of arousal, 
stress, and ambient temperature. For this 
reason, researchers like to limit variability by 
measuring the ‘stretched flaccid length’ in a 
warm room.” 

Needless to say, most men aren't 
observing—much less measuring—their dicks 
when they’re soft. 

“We know that almost ZERO home dick 
measurements are done in the flaccid state,” 
said Dr. Winter. “But unless SIS jotted down 
the room temp or precise level of arousal when 
he measured his teenage penis, it’s unlikely 
he’s comparing apples to apples. Another 
issue—and a far less appreciated one—is that 
the penis is anchored to the undersurface of 
your pelvic bones, so nearly one-half of the 
average penis length is ‘hidden’ along the 
undersurface of the pelvis.” 

There’s a very special tendon—the 
suspensory ligament—that runs from the 
base of your penis to your pelvis. In addition 
to providing you with some degree of control 
when you're erect, SIS, the suspensory 
ligament also holds some of your dick up and 
inside the body. Men who want their cocks 
to look larger when they’re soft and who 
don’t mind if their hard cocks are harder to 
control or flop around during intercourse will 
sometimes have this suspensory ligament cut, 
which causes the penis to “drop.” Their cocks 
aren't as useful for sex, it’s true, but there’s 
more “observable” cock for other men to 
admire in locker rooms and at urinals. 

“The most dramatic cause of lost ‘observed’ 
penile length with aging is weight gain,” said 
Dr. Winter. “As the average guy gains weight, 
more of his fixed penile length gets hidden, 
as the crucial sit-bone-to-skin distance gets 
longer.” 

So your dick may not be any smaller than 
it was in your teens, SIS; it’s just that more of 
it may be hidden inside your now-middle-aged 
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body thanks to weight gain and that damn 
ligament. 

But hey, let’s say you're no thicker today 
than you were in your teens and that your 
arousal levels are constant and that you've 
kept your apartment at a constant temperature 
over the decades. Could something be causing 
your cock to actually shrink? 


“The main causes of actual penis shrinkage 
are having your prostate removed, Peyronie’s 
disease (plaque development that narrows or 
bends the penis), or the scarring of erectile 
tissue, something called corporal fibrosis. SIS 
would know if he’d had prostate surgery, and 
he would have a noticeable ‘lump’ or change 
in erection shape if he had Peyronie’s. So 
the main concern here is corporal fibrosis. 

It can be insidious and is usually associated 
with conditions that make blood vessels 
unhealthy—like high blood pressure, high 
cholesterol, and diabetes. SIS says he’s healthy, 
but the penis is often the first body part to 
manifest signs of the above conditions because 
it is so dynamic. Which means the penis, 
wonderfully and tragically, is often the ‘canary 
in the coal mine’ for cardiovascular health.” 


Let’s say your canary is shrinking, SIS. 
What can you do about it? 

“First and foremost, he should realize that 
far less women would care about his penis 
length than he does,” said Dr. Winter. “Studies 
including 52,000 individuals showed that 85 
percent of women were satisfied with their 
partners’ penile length, while only 55 percent 
of men were satisfied with their own length.” 

And unlike you, SIS, the women you sleep 
with today aren't going to be comparing the 
dick you’ve got now with the dick you had (or 
thought you had) then. 

“But if SIS wants to maximize his ‘observed’ 
penile length, he should shed extra weight—if 
he’s overweight—and should also check in 
with his doc for a test of his cholesterol, blood 
pressure, and a diabetes screen,” said Dr. 
Winter. “Regular erections do help keep the 
penis healthy, so if he has some ED, a Viagra 
(or similar med) can preserve length.”
